Sheriffs Found 
Guilty of 
Contempt of Court 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto and Under- 
sherifft James Denman were both 
found guilty Monday of contempt 
of court and were sentenced to 
five days in jail with $500 fines for 
failing to carry out the first court 
order to evict the tenants of the 
International Hotel. 

Superior Court Judge Jobhn 
Benson gave the sheriff 10 days to 
appeal the decision before the 
sentence begins, Richard Schuler， 
attorney for the Sheriffs office， 
said he will appeal the decision in 
a few days. 

“There are several、issues to 
appeal,”said Schuler.“I thought 
the _ decision of the judge was 
shocking. The sentence is totally 
ludicrous， He's even sentenced 
him to a jail outside the county,” 

The five day Prison semtence is 
to be served at San Mateo County 
Jail, Judge Benson expressed con- 
cern for the Sheriffs safety in his 
Own jaijl， 

Itis believed that Judge Benson 
had reached his _ decision before 
Friday's confrontation at the 
International Hotel between

HONG KONG 一 Tens of thou- 
sands of people gathered in Peking 
and other Chinese cities last week 
to pay tribute to the late Premier 
Chou En-lai on the first anmniver- 
sary of his death，Hundreds of 
wreaths were piled in front of 
Tienanmen Gate, the entrance to 
the Forbidden City in the nation's 
capitol， Foreign journalists re-

MANY CHANOGES IN 


1IMMIGCRATION LAW 


By HELENY.H. HUI 


SAN FRANCISCO The 
Immigration and Nationality Act 
Amendments of 1976 (PL94-571) 
prohibits adjustment of status by 
an alien (other than an immediate 
relative) who，after January 1， 
1977， continues in Or accepts 
unauthorized employment Prior 
to filing his/her application for 
adjustment,. The Provision is 
creating considerable concern and 
confusion in this Chinese Ameri- 
can community， 


In simple terms， the”new 
amendment makes if impossible 
for -Prospective immigrants to 
become permanent Tesidents or to 
obtain their“green card”in the 
United States without returning to 
the country of their origin; 让 they 
had worked without employment 
authorization from the Immigra- 
tion Service after January 1，1977. 
This provisiorm does not apply to 
the spouse or children of a United 
States citizen or the parents of a 
United States citizen who is at 
least 21 years old. 


INVESTOR 


Also，a Prospective immigrant 
who fully qualifies as an immi- 
grant investor under Title 8， 
Section 212.8 (b) (4) of the Codes 
of Federal Regulations will not be 
considered as performing employ- 
ment in violation of this new 
provision. It means that persons 
who have made substantial invest- 
ments and have qualified as an 
immigrant investor exempt from 
the labor certification require- 
ment will be allowed to change 
status to that of a permanent 
Tesident in the United States 
despite the fact that he or she has 
acted as 3a principal manager in 
connection with his or her invest- 
ment. However, 证 this particular 
investor is found subsequently to 
have failed to qualify as an immi- 
grant investor，the previous worTk 
Derformed in connection with the 
non-qualifying investment may be 
treated as unauthorized employ- 
Ient， 


On the other hand，a Prospect- 
ive immigrant who discontinues 
his or her unauthorized employ- 


ment prior to January 1，1977， 


who properly filed an applica- 
tion for adjustment of status to 
that of a permanent resident after 


that date， and resumes the 
previous employment after filing 
of the application，wil not be 
considered by the Immigration 
Service to have continued ip 
unauthorized employment in 
violation ,of the 1976 Amendment 
to the Immigration and Nation- 
ality Act. However, 让 this person s 
application is subsequently reject- 
ed or denied，he or she will be 
barred by law from submitting a 
new application due to the unau- 
thorized employment. 

The new provision against 
unauthorized employment does 
not Prohibit the issuance of an 
immigrant visa by consulate 
officers_ outside of the United 


States，It means that even 让 the 
unauthorized employment Pre- 
vents aa prospective immigrant 
from changing his status to that of 
a permanent resident within the 
United States，the particular in- 
dividual could still get an immi- 
grant visa to come into the United 
States as an immigrant and conse- 
quently obtain his or her“green 
card” in that manner. Therefore， 
it does not completely bar immi- 
gration of persons working 
without authorization as feared by 
Some coOmImunity persons. 口 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 一 The 
first major change in the nation sS 
immigration law in over a decade 
goes into effect January 1 and the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) is bracing for an 
expected heavy surge of Persons 
filing for newly available benefits 
to aliens from the Western Hemis- 
phere and their relatives， 

The new law (PL 94-571) 
provides for the first time a system 
of preferences to Western Hemis- 
phere natives -who wish to 
immigrate to the United States， 
The preferences have been 
available to persons from 了 astern 
Hemisphere Nations since 1965. 
Western Hemisphere aliens have 
been _ required to_ compete on a 
first-come，first-served basis for 
visas permitting them to reside 
permanently in the United States， 

Most of the seven preferences 
are basedq on relationship with 
someone already residing legally 
in the United States, The new law 
also “permits eligible ”Western 
Hemisphere natives who arein the 
United States temporarily to 
apply for permanent residence 


of Peking, and said that the people 
could not trust him because of his 
alleged involvement in ousting 
Teng following the Tienanmen 
riot early April last year， 

匡 ffigies of the“Cang of Four” 
were hanged from trees near the 
Tienanmen Square， 

Last Saturday， thousands 
gathered in the square under por- 
traits of Chou，reciting poems， 
singing songs and giving short 
political speeches to honor the late 
premier，The crowd demanded 
that justice be done to Chiang 
Ching and her company， 

Newspapers in China Printed 
many articles honoring Chou. A 
new commemorative stamp 
showing Chou with peasants in 
Tachai was issued the Past week. 


Tanker Missing 
in North Atlantic 


BOSTON 一 The tanker Grand 
Zenith with its 38 Chinese crew 
members from Taiwan and eight 
million gallons of industrial oil 
was Iissing at sea last week， 
according to_ Coast Guard offi- 
Cials. 


The 644-foot tanker left 
England December 19 and was 
due at an _ electric generating 
station in Somerset,， Mass. January 
2. The ship was last heard from 
December 31 when the captain 
routinely reported his position as 
about 60 miles south of Yarmouth ， 
Nova Scotia.

INS has issued special instruct- 
ions to its fieldq offices to help 
enable them to meet the expected 
heavy volume of immigrant visa 
applications from relatives already 
here and from those persons here 
temporarily who want to remain 
in the U.S. perzimanently. 

Offices have been directed to 
increase staffs temporarily at 
Public service counters where such 
applications are TIeceived by 
imoving personnel from other 
functions， Also，they have been 
instructed to_ increase the time 
such counters are open，and 
authorized to pay overtime to 
hasten the processing of applica- 
tions， 

To speed the initial handling， 
applications will not be examined 
at the time they are accepted，bnut 
will be stamped with the time and 
date to insure they are Drocessed 
in the order received. 

INS expects nearly a halfmillion 
appjlications will be filed as result 
of the new law，with the bulk of 
these expected immediately after- 
the law becomes effective. 口 
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Check the Root of the 
Community Problems 


Street 五 ghts，shop extortions，murders and other crimes 
have changed the face of New York Chinatown in recent 
years. Shops and restaurants are closing early，the streets are 


deserted after dark，and many merchants and residents are 


planning to move elsewhere. 

Visitors from New York City have told us many frightening 
tales in that Chinese community. Since we are far from the 
Scene, it would be difficult for us to assess the situation. But we 
have no reason to doubt the genuine fear and apprehension of 
these New York residqenits. 

What has gone wIong? 

They blame the gangs，Pparticularly the“foreign gamngs.” 

But we are afraid that the problem is not as simple. Though 
we do not deny that there may be foreign gang elements in the 
city，the majority of the problem youths have family and 
friends in the community, They may be immigrants who came 
to the United States with their families years ago，but they 
have lived in the comamunity the larger part of their lives， 
Many“learned” to be bad and joined gangs only after they 
came to this country， 

There is something wrong with a community which breeds 
crime elements and crime. Community problems such as un- 
fulfilled educational needs, lack of employment opportunity， 
congested housing, family conflicts，parental neglect and lack 
of proper recreational activities could all be contributing fac- 
tors to the crime rate increase. It is hard to blame it all on “for- 
eign gangs.” 

Some New York Chinatown leaders are indeed calling for a 
get tough policy, including mass deportation. We feel that 证 
the community problems persist，even 过 a hundred or two 
youngsters are deported, there will be others to take their pla- 
ces， 

Its time for us to check the root of the problems.

Soviet Union，are chilling testi- 
mony to the ability of government 
to suspend freedom and suppress 
human rights of its citizens,”he 
Said. 

According to Mrs，E]llsworth， 
since 1961 Amnesty International 
has been instrumental in freeing 
about 9,000 prisoners of con-

Judge Peckham Orders Minority 
Quota for Police Sergeants 


SAN 下 RANCISCO After 
hearings on the Police Depart- 
ment's controversial minority 
hiring practices，Chief U.S Dis- 
trict Judge Robert Peckham 
ordered, on January 7, a minority 
hiring quota for temporary 
promotions to police sergeants in 
the City but denied a request to 
Teinstate a quota for entry level 
positions，according to the S.E. 
卫 xaminer. 

In effect，the judges action 
extends the 1973 one minority-one 
white hiring quota that now 
covers permanent promotions for 
Sergeants to temporary PIomo- 
tions as well. 

DEFAULTED 

In ordering the quota，Peck- 
ham said he didqd so “only with 
great hesitation，since such inter- 
vention occurs (by federal courts) 
only when city and police officials 
have already defaulted,” 

Peckham s ruling stems from a 
1973 suit_ filed by Officers for

CARTER ADVISERS SPLIT ON SOVIET CHINA RELATIONS

BERKELEY (PNS) 一 On the 
eve of Jimmy Carters inaugura- 
tion，key Carter advisers are say- 
ing Privately that thie President- 
elect and his national security ap- 
pointees have already mishandled 
the critical triangular diplomacy 
with the Soviet Union and China. 

These advisers fear that the ear- 
ly policy emphasis on U.S.-Soviet 
relations has been formulated 
without consultation with Carter's 
China advisers 一 and may under- 
mine U.S.-China ties. 

They point to the lopsided at- 
tention given U.S relations with 
the Soviet Union，including Car- 
ters expressed hopes for early 
U.9.-Soviet agreements on nuclear 
arms and a Summit with Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev this year， 

Last month，Zbigniew Brzezin- 
ski，Carters top national security 
adviser，reaffirmed the new_ ad- 
ministration's commitment to 
pursue U.S.-Soviet detente in a 
manner that is“more ITeciprocal 
and Progressively becomes 
more comprehensive. 


SORE POINT 

On the other hand, sources note 
that the few comments by Carter 
and his inner circle of foreign pol- 
icy advisers concerning China 
have been limited to cautious 
statements on eventual normaliza- 
tion of relations with Peking，At 
the same time，spokesmen for the 
new_ administration have reaf- 
firmed the U.S$. defense commit- 
ments to Taiwan，a sore point in 
U.S$.-China relations， 

Many observers _ attribute this 
emphasis on relations with the So- 
viet Union to the heavy influence 
of members of the Trilateral Com- 
mission in the Carter Administra- 
tion. They include Carter himself， 
as well as Brzezinski，Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance，Secretary of 
Defense Harold Brown,，Vice Pres- 
ident Walter Mondale and other 
advisers and intimates. 

The Trilateral Commission，an 
independent group of politicians， 
scholars and businessmen， has 
Supported a foreign policy based 
on a functioning alliance between 
the U.S.，Western Europe and 
Japan (hence，Trilateral ). At the 
same time,， it has emphasized de- 
tente with the Soviet Union to de- 
fuse the threat of Russian military 
Power， 

WARY 

Commission members have 
traditionally been wary of the 
Nixon-Ford policy of emphasizing 
triangular diplomacy in which the 
opening to China has been used to 
Pressure Moscow， 

National security analysts are 
now concerned that such a shift 
toward the Trilateral position 
could damage the new U.S$.-China 
relationship , 

Chinese leaders, they fear,， may 
decide the U.S. is an unreliable 
friend and ei 夫 er withdqraw into 
isoljation from both superpowers 
or move to ease relations with 
Moscow., In either case, the global 
balance of power could be serious- 
ly altered in ways Washington 
considers unfavorable. 


Among the possible repercus- 


”Sions; 


。 Chinese leaders could step up 
pressure for U.S. withdrawal from 
Taiwan and even South Korea， 
weakening the U.S. strategic posi- 
tion in northeast Asia, If Sino-So- 
viet tensions eased，Chinese troops 
could be re-deployed to Fukien 
Province opposite Taiwan to in- 
crease Pressure for reunification . 


NATO 


e Sino-Soviet detente could also 
mean a decline in Chinese support 
for NATO as a counter to Soviet 
forces in Eastern Europe，Some 
analysts bejieve it could also free 
Soviet divisions now stationed 
along the Sino-Soviet border for 
redeployment in 了 astern Europe， 

e Such a shift could end the 
common U.S.-Chinese goal of 
limiting the Soviet initiative in 
southern Africa，where all three 
powers are jockeying for influ- 
ence. 

e And while U.S. strategists do 
not noOw consider China a nuclear 
threat to the U.S$.，a rebuffed 
China could put more pressure on 
the U.S$. by developing and de- 
ploying the 7000-mile range 
ICBM that has already been tested 
as a satellite launching rocket， 

Despite these possibilities，most 
analysts agree the Chinese channel 
to the West will remain open，at 
least for commercial trade and 
technology，much of which only 
the VWest can supply. 


CAUTIOUS 

But Chinese leaders can take 
little encouragement from the new 
administration' s policy statements 
on U.S,-China relations， 

Carter recently told Time mag- 
azine he felt no “urgency abonut 
Tesolving the differences that exist 
between the Mainland (China) 
and Taiwan, 工 would go into that 
very cautiously,”he said. 

In December，Secretary Vance 
told Netstweek he plans to nor- 
malize relations with Peking 一 but 
slowly, He added that he thinks 让 
is essential for the U.S to ensure 
the security of Taiwan，and that 
he favors another high-level round 
of negotiations with Chinese lead- 
ers“to feel each other out,”

The Marin Chinese Family 
Album section of the exhibit offers 
an inside look at three generations 
of Marin Chinese Americans 
through a geneology of five 
families, one of which is theQuan 
family.， The story by the family 
photos tells how Quan Hock 
Quock started a store_ at China 
Camp in 1900 and then the Yick 
Yuen Company that sold shrimp 
to local markets and drid shrimp 
to China. His sons later took over 
the business. Today, the grandson， 
Frank Quan，still maintains a 
snack bar and boat rental at 
China Camp， 

PEOPLE 

There are approximately 800 
Chinese living in Marin County， 
which stretches from Sausalito in 
the south to Novato in the north， 
says Abraham Yang，who has 
lived in Marin County for the last 
Six years，As expected，many of 
these Chinese residents are Profes- 
sional people， including teachers， 
doctors, journalists, scientists,， and 
architects who have recently 


Imoved into the area to escape the 


Pressures of urban living. 

But unknown to many are the 
Chinese families like the Wongs 
who still run the Wing Sing 
Laundry in San Rafael and the 
Yees who operate the Marin Fruit 
Grocery Store in Sausalito. These 
families have lived in the area for 
at least three generations and it is 
to_ them that the exhibit、pays 
tribute， 


In an effort “to maintain and 
nurture the traditional qualities of 
their Chinese inheritance,” 90 
families got together in 1971 to 
form the Marin Chinese Cultural 
Group and start a Chinese 
language school for their children 
Since then, the club has sponsored 
seminars，films，tours，social 
activities， and celebrations of 


traditional Chinese holidays,-Ard 
now, the exhibit， 
CONTEXT 

Practically the result of one 
man's ljabor of love, the exhibit is 
disjointed and incomplete，The 
various sections of the exhibit need 
to be better tied together in the 
total context of Chinese American 
history，More research into the 
Marin Chinese familys back- 
ground， perhaps through oral 
history interviews，would defini- 
tely have added to the historical 
value of the exhibit. 

But "as is，the exhibit is _ still 
worth seeing. Yang and the Marin 
Chinese Cultural Croup should be 
commended for promoting inter- 
est in a new area of Chinese 
American history.

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Khotan, A Place Famous 
for Rugs, Silk and Jade

SILK 

The third famous industry of 
Khotan， reaching backe to the 
times of the Han dynasty when the 
silk cocoon Was first brought to 
Khotan，is that for silk， The old 
handqicrafts were supplanted in 
1954 by a new modern Plant， 
Some 500 workers from Wusih， 


Soochow and Hangchow being 混 


brought up to train local people， 
whose number stood at around 
1,500. Now south Sinkiang is hav- 
ing a second silk production plant 
going into production in Aksu， 
and 500 workers have gone off to 
help there, The responsible cadre 
who took us around the Kbhotan 
plant came originally from 
Changchow in Kiangsu. She said 
that they have people from every 
part of China except from Ningsia 
and Tibet. 

“Its rather like a nationajlities 
School,” she said， When the 
Kiangsu lasses and those from 
Chekiang came，they started to 
learn Uighur at once，writing the 
words on their bare forearms to 
study while they worked，They 
are married now，and have chil- 

“dren who became workers also, 
There are 800 children in. the 
plants school，and they certainly 
do liven up the compound. There 
has been a big drive to grow more 
mulberry trees，and silk worm 
eggs come up from Chekiang each 
year. The plant exports around 60 
tons of silk yarn each year, and has 
a weaving plant where the colored 
yarn they dye is woven into the 
kind of dress material local wom- 
en like best， Some artificial silk 
comes in from Paoting in Hopei， 
and Hsinhsiang in Honan to 
weave in with silk for dress fab- 
rics， giving them strength and 
lowering consumer Prices， 


CHIRA 

We airived in Tselo (Chira) 
county after driving for around 
100 kilometres over the Cobi 
which separated the Kunlun 
Mountains from the Taklamakan 
desert. A wide stony expanse with 
the only sign of life the worker 
construction camps，building 

”bridges for the new highway that 
will run to Tunhuang eventually. 
Tselo was once just a_ village of 
Kerivya，but in later times became 
a county in its own right. And the 
two communes we had especially 
wanted to see were Culahama and 
Tamakou，both of which are 
fighting hard with the Takla- 
makan desert，and bringing in 
new land all the time， 

In the past，waters ran out of 
the oasis， into lower ground 
between cultivated land and the 
fierce dunes of the desert， 
gradually going underground，but 
down to which roots of the reeds 
went. Sands of the desert blew in， 
and dunes were formed, the reeds 
growing up through them, Dunes 
ranged from 4 metres to 20 metres 
in height，Then as canals Were 
extended into this waste，streams 
of water were directed against the 
dunes until they were levelled. 
Trees were planted by canals and 
reeds that came up plowed in.

further out and ever more land 
was brought in，EFrom being a 
grain deficient county，Tselo is 
now one that sells 5,000 tons a 
year to the state，The work of 
bringing stone-lined canals across 
the oasis has been epic，More 
water is now brought into the 
oasis than it needs，so some，unti 
more reservoirs _ are completed， 
runs off. The bad months are the 
Spring ones,，before the snows start 
to melt,-so reservoir holdqings then 
become important especially for 
wheat crops. Commune members 
out cutting and linimg these canals 
lived out in the stark Gobi waste 
while doing them，Here in south 
Sinkiang，GCobi means the stony 
waste at the foot of the mountains， 
that runs dqown to desert fringes， 
Waters _ from mountain rivers 
often run under it and are lost. 
These main canals are usually six 
feet wide at their base. 
TREES 

Over 5,000,000 trees have been 
planted here since 1949. The rows 
of tall .poplars， Planted four 
abreast, 让 put together, add up to 
550 kilometres, All communes and 
their brigades have orchards，and 
the walnut grows along the sides 
of highways and everywhere there 
is water，Apples，pears，Ppeaches 
and apricots are the main fruits 
grOwWn， 

From the one tractor of 1964， 
the total now is 133，which work 
over 6,667 hectares of commune 
land，cutting down considerably 
on the demands made on the 
labour strength，There are also 
many modern agricultural tools，

All communes that face the 
Takalamakan desert are heroic， 
buttwo are especially so, They are 
the Culahama and the Tamakou， 
which we set out to see after an 
early breakfast the following 
morning， Their story is more of 
that of Tselo county, but of course 
in detail， We climbed one of the 
biggest sand dunes in Culahama， 
and looked over the waste lands 
that have yet to be reclaimed. 
They certainly did look wild and 
desolate with the threatening line 
of yellow desert beyond. In the 
6th Brigade of the-Gulahama 
commune, we called on the family 
of Tusuninga Tzehan，her father， 
a grave middle-aged peasant，her 
mother who was Sweet and her 
beautiful young sister. Yes，they 
said，In the old days People split 
up and did not work together. 
Now we have made a community 
housing project，and all live and 
work together，There is plenty of 
land available，so the housing is 
set apart,eachhomewith its grape 


“vine and a truit tree or two， 


CANAL 

Building the Chantou(Eighting) 
Canal was a project started sixteen 
years ago by the two communes 
together. Its stone lining is not yet 
completed, 69 kilometres of the 98 
having been done and work going 
on year by year on the 
remainder，One of the workers 
had a child born when the work 
started，Now the boy has grown 
and is out Working to help to finish 
the project，From the mountains 
to the first sluice-gate, where some 
water is taken off on either side， 
the distance is 73 kilometres. The 
main canal then goes on for 25 
kilometres more，It is six metres 
wide at its base and twelve at its 
top，Commune members had to 
live out in the desolate Cobi waste 
below the Kunlun as they went on 
digging 过 year after year， It will 
be some few years yet before the 
Culahama and Tamakou 
communes finally comPplete their 
epic task，but already they have 
saved the water from going under- 
ground at the base of the 
mountains and have enough water 
for their onslaught against sand 
dunes and for steady reclamation， 
Looking at what has been done 
one is astounded at their tenacity， 
and their ability to _ take the 
hardship and sacrifice necessary to 
do what they have done together.

Movie houses take for granted 
that business in 1977 wil be 
thriving no less than the year 
before and are given permission

January 1，All motion picture 
theaters have been doing well over 
the years，as they are the resorts 
for people in all walks of life who 
must leave their homes for a 
change of environment，especially 
for the middqle andlower classes. 

The reason is that their living 
quarters are almost invariably too 
small and crowded. Therefore, 丰 
is a pleasure to get away from the 
cramped homes and flock to the 
movie theaters where two hours 
are spent in entertainment and 
escapism. The movies are es- 
pecially popular for young men 
and women out on a date，So 
theaters are always more than half 
full，unlike those in the United 
States. 

Restaurants，night clubs，and 
dance halls have been doing good 
business for the past ten months 
for similar reasons. During 
Christmas and New Year，most 
restaurants， especially those 
operated by luxury hotels，charge 
HK$100 (about US$210) per Per- 
son for a late dinner，floor show 
and dancing. 

It is becoming for Hong Kong 
people，partioularly the afftluent， 
to spend Christmas Eve and New 
Year Eve in these night resorts 
instead of staying “home for 


Christmas”as in the U.S. If the
